“Rain is the only thing that can 
save California cattlemen from a 
disastrous. winter,” declared E. E. 
Kaufman, agricultural statistician, 
just before the recent storms 
brightened the state’s livestock out- 


look. Although not heavy, the rains 


were sufficient to relieve, at least 
temporarily, the burden of insuffi- 
cient water and scarcity of feed 
which has made the present cattle 


_ season the worst in 12 years. Now 


that the water situation is relieved 


tor a while, livestock men are wor- 


rying about feed. A few more rains 
and cooler temperatures will pro- 
mote new teed which will enable 
rancffers to pull through the winter. 

At present, practically all the old 
feed on the ranges is gone in the 


southern part of the state, with 


shortages reported elsewhere in the 
western states. The north coastal, 
Sacramento Valley, and Delta areas, 
alone, report à fair amount of feed. 
It is hoped that improved con- 
ditions will restore cattle to nor- 
mal, many of which have been 
loshing flesh. So far deaths have 
been few. Sheep have been faring 
somewhat better, large numbers of 
stocker and feeder sheep and lambs 
having been brought into the state 
since last June, most of them being 
pastured in the Sacramento valley. 
Larger numbers of stock are being 
cared for by the seasonal use of 
stubble, beet tops, meadows and 
corn fields for feeding purposes. 


Valencia orange growers have 


received nearly a dollar more per 


box this year for their crops than 
in 1933, reports the California-Ari- 
zona Marketing Agreement. Total 
cost of the agreement was kept 
„within the original estimate of less 
than a half cent a box. 


Both cling and freesténe peaches 
showed a harvest below that of 1933 
in California. While 351,000 tons of 
clings were harvested in 1933, only 
324,000 tons were gathered this 
year. This season's freestone yield 
was 167,000 tons, compared with 
last year’s 179,000 tons. 

Various reactions to California’s 
AAA prune code have been ex- 
pressed during the past few weeks. 
Sections of the state favor, while 
others disfavor the present agree- 
ment. The department of agricul- 
ture at Washington has signified its 
favor of the plan, believing it un- 
wise to make any code changes 
until a more stable market has 
been attained. 


James Ater’s experiments have 


at last borne fruit, the fruit being 
in this case, the lemor. This addi-: 
tion to agriculture is a combination 
of lemon and orange. The lemor 
tastes like both lemons end or- 
anges, with a peculiar tang of its 
own in addition.

Bankers and President Roosevelt Move Toward an 
Accord— War Clouds Still Hover Over Balkans— 
Legion for Bonus Cash Payment.

OUR thousand or so financiers 

gathered in Washington for the 
annual convention of the American 
Bankers’ association, and it became 
apparent at once that they were far 
from unanimous in their opinions 
concerning the New Deal.

“In March, 1933, I asked the peo- 


ple of this country to renew their |: 


confidence in banks. They took me 
at my word. Tonight I ask the 
bankers of thig country to renew 
their confidence in the people of 
this country.

He said that the administration 
stood squarely back of continuance 
of the profit system and that emer- 
gency activities would be curtailed

REAKING records all along the 

route, M-10001, the new stream- 
lined train of the Union Pacific, made 
an extraordinary run from Los An- 
geles to New York in 56 hours 55 
minutes. The best previous time 
for transcontinenta) train crossing 
was established in 1906, when the 
late E. H. Harriman, then chair- 
man of the Union Pacific, traveled 
from San Francisco to New York 
in 71 hours 27 minutes. 

The new tube-shaped train also 
established a world’s, speed record 
of 120 miles an hour as it sped 
from Buffalo to New York. The 
train passed over the 30-mile stretch 
of straight-away between Buffalo 
and Batavia, on which the Empire 
State Express of the New York Cen- 
tral achieved a speed of 112% miles 
an hour on May 10, 1893. 


ILK and rayon dyers did not 

join in the recent general 
strike of textile workers because 
of their contract, but 30,000 of them 
in the Passaic valley and the New 
York metropolitan area have now 
quit their jobs and the dye houses 
were closed perforce. 

When negotiations for a new con- 
tract began two months ago the 
union asked for a 80-hour week at 
$1 an hour and a closed shop. The 
closed shop was the sore point of 
issue. Neither side would change 
its attitude, 

George Baldanzi, president of 
the Federation of Silk and Rayon 
Dyers, then waived the demand for 
a 30-hour week at $30 a week and 
said the union would accept a mini- 
mum guarantee of $20. This pro- 
posal was rejected by the employ- 
ers, 

P. W. Chappell, concillator of the 
Department of Labor, was en the 
ground trying to effect a compro- 
mise, but the leaders on both 
sides were so angry that his early 
efforts were unavailing. 


(CONVERSATIONS preliminary to 
the 1935 naval conference opened 
in London, and the Japanese did 
what was expected of them. Am- 
bassador Matsudaira and Admiral 
Yamamoto told the British and the 
Americans in turn that Japan was 
not satisfled with the existing 
treaties—every one knew that—and 
set forth these main points: 

1. The powers should agree that 
Japan may have equality, “in prin- 
ciple,” in defensive armaments. 

2. The ratio system should be 
abolished, and “defensive” ships 
limited on a total tonnage basis, in- 
stead of by categories, 

8. Each nation would drastically 
reduce “offensive” armaments, thus 
cutting down the chances of any 


war of aggression, while building | 
whatever “defensive” ships within 


the tonnage limit agreed it feels it 
needs for security.
